Epidemic Disease Affecting . 
Babies and Young Children 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE term “epidemic vomiting” 
Is used to identify a disease which 
seems to occur in epidemics and 
whose chief symptom Is severe 
and constant vomiting. Most of­ 
ten It affects babies and young 
children. 
Although the cause is unknown, 
the disorder apparently involves 
a disturbance in the digestion 
and the use of carbohydrate 
foods It is a known fact that 
phosphates play a very impor­ 
tant role in the body’s use of 
these substances. For these reas­ 
ons. tests with a phosphate-con­ 
taining solution were made to see 
whether it might not nave a cor­ 
rective effect on the vomiting. 
The preparation — carbohy­ 
drate phosphoric acid solution— 
was given in teaspoon doses every 
15 minutes for a total of four 
doses, with older children receiv­ 
ing larger amounts. In addition 
to being tried for babies suffering 
from epidemic vomiting. It was 
also given to those suffering from 
toxic vomiting caused by acute 
infections, In cases of car sick­ 
ness, and to babies who spit up 
their milk a short time after 
feeding. 


The 
treatment of 
epidemic 
vomiting was supplemented by 
giving a low-fat, high-carbohy- 
drate, and low-bulk diet, with the 
elimination of milk and citrus 
fruits for a 24-hour period. 
There was complete cure in the 
172 cases of epidemic vomiting 
treated in this manner. Of 43 in­ 
fants who did not keep their 
feedings down, 29 responded well; 
15 of 17 with toxic vomiting did 
well, and all of the ll children 
with motion sickness responded 
well. 
Since then, the preparation ha* 
been used by a number of pedia­ 
tricians, with satisfactory results.

Child Problems 
and Solutions

When we parents enjoy t h e 
child two, three, IO, or 12 about 
the home, he grows interested in 
what we say or do. Even the tot 
tw'o or three hears and sees us 
count things and he l i k e s to 
count them with us—potatoes, 
apples, eggs, clothespins, hand­ 
kerchiefs and the like. 
Long 
before 
he 
goes 
to 
school he m ay hear us t a l k 
about the pail being half full 
and he may at play fill 
his 
pail half full of sand. 
Also he m ay learn what half­ 
past three or a q u arte r to four 
means. The more companionable 
we arc and the m ore freely we 
converse with him. the m o r e 
surely he will 
learn to count 
things and gain simple num ber 
concepts without even an idea of 
a half or a fourth. 
When he is six or eight he ob­ 
serves his mother m easuring as 
she cooks and bakes. Being a 
good companion of hers, he m ay 
have happy adventures himself 
at cooking and baking, m easu r­ 
ing as he follows a recipe.

HE SOON LEARNS the re la­ 
tive m eaning of quarts, p i n t s , 
ounces or a half or fourth there­ 
of. So also he sees her m easur-

ing cloth, paper or other m a te ­ 
rials about the house with a rul­ 
er, yardstick or tape m easure. 
Being a good companion of his 
father, the child very early ob­ 
serves

Having drawn, colored a n d 
painted just for fun since he be­ 
gan 
to 
scribble, 
and 
having 
m ade things for fun with simple 
tools, especially when making 
things with either parent or an 
older brother or sister, the child 
grows interested very early in 
m easuring with a purpose. Thus 
the girl or boy often having good 
tim es watching others m a k e 
things 
and 
gradually 
m aking 
things himself, learns the m ean­ 
ing of yard, foot, inches 
a n d 
common fractions of inches. 
Early interest and practice 
at measuring lengths come es­ 
pecially early if the child is en­ 
couraged to m ake things from 
cardboard and wood. 
Our own children had m a ste r­ 
ed the basic ideas of common 
fractions long before the subject 
cam e up at school. I noticed that 
the boys, especially, practiced at 
i changing feet to inches; chang­ 
ing halves to fourths, eighths to 


sixteenths or vice versa without 
ever hading been taught. They 
taught themselves as th ly m eas­ 
ured with a purpose in t h e i r 
workshop, and when they added 
or subtracted fourths and halves 
or pints and quarts, or pounds 
and ounces, they encountered no 
difficulties.

BUT IN SPITE of all this in­ 
cidental learning of unit and 
fractional concepts, while hav- 
j ing fun a t making things, they 
did need some special guidance 
and drill around 
the 
second, 
third and fourth grades in learn-

! ing to their learning from nor- 
j m al experience with these facts 
is wasteful—the reason why so 
m any children are slow and in­ 
accurate in arithm etic.

progress against the baffling X- 
disease which has spread to 37 
states. 
The scientists have been able 
to produce X-disease experim en­ 
tally in cattle herds, but 
just 
what causes the disease has not 
yet been determ ined. 
However, the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent said 
today 
that 
the 
scientists, by producing the dis­ 
ease, have taken an im portant 
step forward. 
Within the last few m o n t h s 


identical sym ptom s and ch arac­ 
teristic changes in the skin and 
some internal organs, as found 
in field cases of X-disease, have 
been produced under controlled 
experim ental conditions w i t h 
several different m aterials. 
In natural cases, farm ers find 
there is often failure of appetite, 
depression, 
loss 
of 
condition, 
w atering 
of 
eyes, 
slobbering, 
and a progressive hardening and 
wrinkling of the skin due to in- j 
creased horny m aterial. 
F rom the evidence now avail­ 
able it seem s that no specific 
compound or feed consistently 
produces the disease. 
Only single lots of the m a te ­ 
rials used have produced sym p­ 
toms, leading scientists to 
be­ 
lieve the 
products them selves 
are not at fault. 
Instead, an unknown harm ful 


agent either enters the product 
as a contaminent, or later de­ 
velops in such a way as to pro­ 
duce the disease.

The food peo­ 
ple wish that growers w o u l d 
leave unpicked the hard and 
green peaches so they can ripen 
satisfactorily.
